WASUINOTON, Aug. 4.—While there 


appears to bave been another scare in 
Wall street on account of the reported 
change in the condition ofi the preni- 
dent, there has been nothing of the 
kind here. On the contrary, instead of 
a relapse, circumstances sbow a steady 
and continuous improvement. The only 
tangible proof of this to-day is in tbe 
fact that the amennt of morphia given 
by hypodermic injection was last night 
reduced one-half. 


In an interview to day Dr. Hamilton 


said the president is doing very well 
indeed, and he is uiost certainly of tbe 
opinion that the president will recover. 
He does not notice much change in tbe 
condition of tbe president since he left, 
three days ago, but his general appear- 
ance is about the sane. His face does 
not indicate any improvement, and will 
not begin to assume its natural appear- 
ance until we get him out on tbe Poto- 
mac, i ean't say when it will be pas- 
sible to move him; I hope it will not 
be long, bat can't say how long it will 
be. It of course depends on his pro- 
grass toward recovery. I am entirely 
satisfied with the progress he is mak- 
ing. 
Malaria has not made even tbe 


slightest touch upon him. He does 
not show the slightest symptom of it 
in his system, and there is none of it 
there. 
The wound it in good condition 


and looks well. I can't say whether it 
is healing in tbe remote portions or 
not. We don't know that it is healing 
there without a better knowledge of 
the deeper portions of tbe wound than 
we now have.
